Non-students were 
upset that they could not get in. Two individuals fighting over previous incident, one took 
out gun and shot other and 3 other non-students. 12 officers around area due to event, 
officer saw shooter and chased and caught shooter. Individual was in custody in 20 
minutes after shooting. Concern voiced over delay in Trojan alert, but school wants to put 
out very accurate info, with absolutely no confusion for students. Shooter held on 4 
counts of attempted murder. No longer can use outside promoters, all future student 
events will be scrutinized before approval, ID’s checked at all events by USC officers, 
campus will be closed from 9am to 6pm to anyone except students and faculty. Anyone 
else must show ID and reason for being there. Increased officers and ambassadors, ID’s 
at residence halls as well. Bio metric thumb readers at all residence halls to get in, staffed 
at night by security and during day with student security worker. All began on Monday, 
November 12 th . Go to USC website to register for Trojans alert. Increasing security 
cameras on campus. 

LAPD report, N. Garner explained foot beats on fig, due to more people on the streets 
and students leaving doors unlocked. USC property owner and management company 
meeting in August and 1 today. New captain at southwest, likes social media. Southwest 
has facebook and nixie. Nixie tells you in your area code what crimes/sex crimes have 
happened in your neighborhood. #1 crime in area burglary from vehicle, 12am to 4am. 
Working with ambassadors to train them on documenting and detention. Sam Salazar is 
senior lead for expo park and credit union. Putting together Christmas boxes for 
community meals. 

Sherice Sanders Gorden City attorney at southwest, working on USC misdemeanors. 
Putting stay away orders on sentences, because jail time is much less these days, which 
have been very effective.

LAPD took down several big gang members in neighborhood. LAPD watching to see 
what happens next in gang situation with the younger members coming up. Burglary 
from motor vehicles high in neighborhood. Watch out for packages being delivered at 
door of offices as UPS leaves them at door and some may be stolen. 

V. FINANCIAL REPORT (S. Talavera) 

S. Talavera explains financials. We are within $1 1,000 of yearly budget. Income right as 
it should be. $2,400 to the good on administration. Under on newsletter, but good on 
overall communication. Office expenses are good because of better cost of insurance. 
Public Space Management is good. Maintenance is slightly over due to supplies, but 
under in safety so all equals out.
